PETITION 



UNDER 37 CFR 1.181 



This decision is in response to applicants' Renewed Petition to Withdraw the Holding 
of Abandonment, filed in the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 25 Jvine 2007. 

BACKGROUND 

On 23 May 2007, the Office mailed Decision On Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181, advising 
applicant that the translation of Figure 4 was not acceptable and again advising applicant that the 
application was properly abandoned. The decision indicated that a proper response was a 
petition imder 37 CFR 1.137 and a translation of the drawings. 

On 25 June 2007, applicants submitted this renewed petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment, accompanied by a new translation of figures 4 and 5. 

DISCUSSION 

The translation of figures 4 and 5 is now acceptable. 



However, as mentioned in the 21 November 2006, 29 January 2007 and 23 May 2007 
decisions, this application is abandoned. The response to the 21 April 2005 Notification of 
Defective Response was defective and thus would not have been sufficient to prevent 
abandonment. A petition under 37 CFR 1.137 is necessary to revive it. 

CONCLUSION 

For the above reasons, applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1 .181 is DISMISSED without 
prejudice!
